New York, Nov II —The dark 
clouds which have b«'en hanging ovei 
Wall street for the last six months al 
mo<it reached a climax of blackness yes- 
terday Dooming, The Stock Exchange 
was on the verge of a panic during the 
fii-st two hours. Money was aunost 
unobtainable ' and ftrihires wi»r» imnn 
nent, 

London prices for Ameiuiin ^ecuiiiiej 
cable! over here shuw^jd duclines if 
from I to 'i i>or cent, below the jloMtig 
prices of Saturday, liuney rates wr > 
nigh in London, and an nncomfortaMe 
teeing of security was reborted When 
the Ilia, ket opened here there was s rush 
to sell stocks at any price 

In the first ten minutes prices of 
active stocks had declined from 1 i *o -1 
per cent The excitement on the "x 
change was tremendous It tieemed al 
most impossible to find buyi.-rs. so great 
has pubUc coiiiidence been shaken by re 
cent develo]iment8 here and in Eurojie 
Tlie banks and tn^st companies, sharing 
in the general fi;,;iit, began to • all in 
loans, and within iiulf an hour the Stock 
Exchange was bare of money The 
street was full of brokers rushing out to 
obtain loans to make good their margiiis 
which were vanisbing at a terrible rate 

A few slight rallies occurred during 
the morning due to buying by the l)ears. 
who are reaping rich harvests at the 
expense of t he street in general. 

Shortly before 12 o'clock the death of 
James Utruthen occurred and cast an 
added gloom overthe Stock E.xchatige. 

Business was suspended for half an 
hour, and the brokers had time to take 
a breathing spell and count up their 
losses. 

At abont 1 o'clock money lenders 
began to appear in Uie loan crowd on 
the Stock Exuhaoge. They pffered tlie 
money which they had been h<dding 
back for better rates 'and found inouy 
eager takers. 

Kates quickly ran up to 2ff and 50 per 
cent and then to i per cent and interest, 
which is equivalent to about tfO per cent 
per year. At abont the same time there 
CHine a sharp rally in the stock market 
and prices began to advance again. 
Among the extreme decliiiMi of the day 
was that of Manhattan. H per cent; and 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and Ki 
Louis, 0 per cent. 

The impression ^erais to be gaining 
ground tnat only prompt action on the 
part of the Baak of France can avert a 
panic in London, the reverberations of 
which will be felt all over the world. 

The sitoation in London hi becoming 
painfully strained. South America, 
Sonth Africa and Eiiypt. in all of which 
England's moneyed Interests are very 
large, ai» oalliag on the Bank of Eng- 
laud for more gold, and the bank cannot 
respond. 

It is thought probable that the direc- 
tors of the bank must soon advance the 
rate to an eren higher figure tiian 6 per 

cent. 

The Bank of France has a stock of 
nearly £oO.U00,0U0 of gold. The bank's 
dii-ectors are proverbuUy miseriy Chi 
Saturday they advanced the premium 
on gold coins.
